George Eastman House director to lecture at Art Museum 

James L. Enyeart, director of George Eastman House, International Museum of 
Photography and Film, wiU lecture in The Cleveland Museum of Art’s Gartner 
Auditorium on Wednesday, November 10, at 6 pm. His talk, "Ansel Adams: Legend and 
Legacy," complements the major exhibition Ansel Adams: The Earfy Years. 

Prior to his appointment at Eastman House in 1989, Mr. Enyeart served as 
director of the Center for Creative Photography at the University of Arizona from 1977 
to 1989; director of The Friends of Photography in Carmel, California, in 1976-77; and 
curator of photography at the University of Kansas from 1968 to 1976. He has received 
numerous awards and honors including two National Endowment for the Arts 
Fellowships and a John Simon Guggenheim Memorial Fellowship for writing in 1987-88. 
He has served as an advisor to a number of organizations, including the National 
Endowment for the Arts, Brandeis University, the California Museum of Photography 
and several foundations and states arts agencies. He has organized over one hundred 
exhibitions and written numerous books and essays; most recently, he wrote the 
introductory essay for the new book, Ansel Adams In Color. A photographer, scholar, 
and museum professional, Mr. Enyeart holds B.F.A. and M.F.A. degrees. 

Mr. Enyeart’s lecture is free and open to the public.
